What the out- 
come will be it is difficult to say, but 
Mr. Quinn’s strictures cantiot be ignored. 
It is contended by him that the Roman 
Catholic Church is being treated with 
courtesy, consideration and helpfulness. 
while the Protestant Churches are treated 
as if in deep disgrace and an influence 
to be got rid of as soon as possible. In 
these circumstances it is incumbent on 
the education authority to clear up these 
difficulties if trouble is to be avoided. 
Similar complaints have been made 
throughout the province against the 
Ministry of Education. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 


On the same day when Mr, Quinn de- 
livered his disturbing speech the Belfast 
Education Committee met in the City 
Hall, when the estimates were submitted 
for the ensuing financial year, the sum 
of £108,460 being require. Alderman 
Duff, who has all the facts at his finger 
ends, explained the position of affairs. 
Excellent progress was reported in all 
departments, and congratulations were 
offered to those in charge for work well 
done. A new problem, however. has been 
presented by the action of the Churches. 
and, no doubt, it will receive the careful 
and sympathetic consideration of the 
(Committee. It would be a matter for 
regret if strained relations were to mar 
the beneficent influence of a measure 
which has fitly been described as the 
“Children’s Charter” of the Northern 
province. Such a disaster could not be 
permitted. i

HOPEFUL OUTLOOK. 


The King’s Speech, which was read at 
the prorogation of the Northern Parlia- 
ment yesterday, is optimistic in tone and 
hopeful for the future.

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HOUGHTS of the next fist-racing 
season are aroused by the publice- 
tion cf the entries for sevéral of the 
important Spring Handicaps and other 
races which appear to-day. 

Primary attention is directed to the 
Lincolnshire Handicap, for which the 
entry (45) cannot be deemed á satisfactor 
one. In fact, it is the smallest since 1619, 
the year racing was resumed after the 
war, wheh but 28 horses were entered. 
Last January the entry was 69, and in 
1926 62; from 1921 to 1985 over 70 horses 
were nominated each year. 

ORBINDOS. 

Frobably the horse who has been most 
talked about in comnectíon with the Lin- 
colnshire Handicap is Orbindos, afd early 
speculators have the satisfaction of knowing 
that the Solt has been entered. In the 
ni ge are race last year Orbindos was 
only beaten a head after a thrilling finish 
with Priory Park, and that he had made 
good progress during the season is proved 
bv the forward display he gave in the Cam- 
bridgeshire, finishing close up fourth te 

edal. Niantic, and Insight IT. Orbindos 
carried 6st. 12lb. in the last Lincolnshire, hut 
against better class in the Cambridgeshire 
shouldered 7st. 101b. As the Cambridgeshire 


running has so often proved a guide to the 
winner of the following Lincolnshire Handi- 
cap, no doubt Orbindos will become a pular 
choice for the first important race of the next 
flat racing season, 

Priory Park is again entered, and pro- 
bably will attempt to repeat his success of 
last March. Since the Lincolnshire Han. 
dicap was established in 1853 the race has 
only been won in successive years by one

In addition to 
Priory Park Mr. J. B. Joel has entered the 
moderate Fhilammon.

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WHAT SCIENCE MAY 
GIVE US. 


AA. 


DEVELOPMENT OF 
TELEVISION. 
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By Dr. E.E. FOURNIER D'ALBE, D.Sc. 


Those who indulge in predictions usually 
take the precaution of dealing with a 
future so remote that none of their 
listeners is likely to see their predictions 
either verified or confounded. There is a 
distinct fascination in every attempt to 
seek out a trail barely visible and follow 
it into the unknown. Which of us does 
not try at times to pierce the veil which 
hides the future and to catch a glimpse of 
that which ''eye hath not seen nor ear 
heard ”’? 

The eye alone can help us to disentangle 
the great mechanism which connects us 
with the rest of the universe. It shows us 
the sun apparently rolling its radiant bulk 
across the sky and giving us the priceless 
blessing of daylight. And when the 
messages conveyed to our brain by sight 
are sifted and analysed by the inquiring 
mind the truth of the earth’s rotation 
begins to dawn upon us just as it dawned 
upon the Greek philosophers long before 
Galileo. 

PROGRESS OF SCIENCE. 

We must acknowledge, however, that 
science has far outstripped the natural 
faculties of the eye in other respects, 
The accuracy with which astronomers can 
predict eclipses has probably done more 
than any other scientific achievement to 
inculcate a general respect for scientific 
methods, Astronomy is hardly an experi- 
mental science. Its triumphs have been 
achieved by patient observation rather 
than experiment. There are cases, how- 
ever, when experiment in the laboratory 
has worked hand in hand with astronomical 
observation, as when Lockyer’s discovery of 
a new chemical] element in the sun which 
he called ‘‘Helium’’ was confirmed by 
the actual production of Helium from 
pitchblends in the laboratory of Sir 
William Ramsay. That was a triumph of 
spectroscopy, that powerful science which 
is based on the study of rainbow colours. 

The colours we can now study are not 
only the visible colours of the rainbow, but 
those hidden colours which extend from 
the violet end of the spectrum into the 
ultra-violet and beyond that region into 
the region of X-rays and finally gamma- 
rays whose wave-length is 100,000 times 
less than the wave-length of visible light 
Nor does this extension of our colour sense 
end there. Beyond the red rays also there 
are rays which we cannot see, but which 
can be discovered by photography. In 
that region lie the heat rays which Mr. 
H. G. Wells proposed to use in his death- 
ray apparatus, and as these rays get 
longer and longer they finally merge into 
the electro-magnetic waves used in radio- 
telecraphy. Thus to-day we are faced 
with a vast extension of our visual 
faculties. 


A HUNDRED MILLION POINTS. 

The eye in its simplest form is but an 
infolding of the skin, a sort of hollow 
lined with specially sensitive nerves re- 
sponding to light. Sight is, therefore, 
only a specialisation of the sense of touch. 
From its earliest rudimentary beginnings 
the eye has evolved until it stands as the 
most marvellous of optica] instruments. 
It is an optical instrument of extra- 
ordinary power. It has an angle of nearly 
180 degrees, whereas an ordinary optical 
instrument barely exceeds 30 or 40; it is 
remarkably free from the difficulties known 
as spherical and chromatic aberration. 

A most remarkable thing about the eye— 
the property which ‘‘tele-visionaries ”’ 
have struggled in vain to equal or surpass 
—is the extraordinary amount of detail 
which it yields us. The eye can perceive 
a hundred million separate points at once. 
The retina has 100 separate nerve-endings, 
each capable of seeing a luminous point 
independently of all the rest. That 
the loss of sight can be com- 
pletely compensated for the purpose 
of reading does not detract from its great 
complexity; for the type-reading opto- 
phone only deals with six spots at a time, 
assigning to each spot a different note, 
so that ordinary black printed type pro- 
duces a play of notes, a sort of tune or 
motif characteristic of each letter of the 
a! phabet. 

A practised blind reader when using the 
optophone does not read by spelling out 
individual letters, but reads words as a 
whole by their ‘‘ tunes.’’ In the case of the 
cptophone the eve is replaced by the ear. 
The link between the two senses is 
electricity in the shape of surges of electric 
current produced by light in that most 
remarkable of chemical elements discovered 
a hundred years ago by the Swedish 
chemist, Berzelius, and called by him 
*‘selenium’’ or the “ moon-element.”’ 
Selenium is the premier substance of 
photo-electric science, as it gives about a 
hundred times more current than any 
other light-sensitive material. 

What, then, can we reasonably expect 
when the eye of the future has matured 
its new powers? We have almost reached 
the limit in telescopes and microscopes and 
cameras. The 100’’ mirror of the Mount 
Wilson Observatory is giving magnificent 
results, but is enormously expensive to 
maintain. Larger glass discs will hardly 
be obtainable, and lenses are limited to 
half that diameter by what appear to be 
insurmountable difficulties in casting 
optical glass sufficiently free from flaws. 
Personally, I am convinced that the most 
promising avenue towards new achieve- 
ment lies in the utilisation of the photo- 
electric link. 

SEEING ROUND A CORNER. 

Our vision 1s still very limited. We 
cannot see through fog; we cannot see 
round a corner, nor the other side of the 
moon, nor the faces of friends beyond 
the range of the telescope. We cannot see 
clearly at night though the sky be studded 
with stars; the depths of the sea are closed 
to our vision. Most of these defects can 
be remedied. I cannot promise you a 
sight of that face of the moon which is 


for ever turned away from us, but for the | pesonator “Oe the ot 


rest you may be assured that all these 
problems will be solved before long. 

Television will show us the ocean depths 
and our distant friends, and selenium will 
eventually furnish us with the means of 
working up the feeble contrasts presented 
by starlight into a daylight picture, so 
that we shall have at our disposal an 
instrument which shows us the nocturnal 
landscape as it appears. in the daylight. 
All these things are coming soon, and 
fortunate are those who live long enough 
to behold them. And I, for one, have no 
doubt that the level of human happiness 
will be thus materially raised. I cannot 
agree with pessimists that our scientific 
advancement has no bearing upon the 
happiness of mankind. Is it not better 
to have electric light rather than tallow 
dips; are not our children the better for 
pure milk and proper ventilation ? 

Science and industry have been shower- 
ing their gifts upon mankind for a century, 
and yet there are ungrateful people who 
maintain that all this progress has been 
barren and that people were really happier 
in the “ good old days” before the iron 
age had arrived 

THE EAR. 

I have here a new instrument which I 
call “‘ the ear of the future,’’ and I hope 
I may some day be justified in so calling 
it. It is a new form of what is called an 
acoustic resonator, and its function is to 
discover any note having a certain pitch 
whenever and wherever that note occurs.

Trinity in Belfast 


Lady Iveagh, who won such a notable 
victory for Unionism in Southend re- 
cently, has been giving her views on 
Parliament. I -do 
not know that any 
two persons see the 
crowded life of West: 
minster in exactly 
the same way. The 
stranger who comes 
within its gates to 
pay a visit of 
curiosity or observa- 
tion is impressed 
with the stateliness 
of the outer Courts 
of Parliament, and 
invariably disap- 
pointed with the com- 
monplace character 
of the Chamber itself—with its plain 
green benches, unadorned side galleries 
and limited space. THe fortunate one 
who, as a Minister, is assimilated into its 
inner existence, very soon becomes a part 
of it, breathing its atmosphere, thinking 
its thoughts, influenced by its moods, and 
their continuing in himself or herself its 
long-descended traditions. Lady Iveagh 
finds the House of Commons an intensely 
human place—a sort of microcosm of life. 
“There are moments,’’ she says, “when it 
is terribly monotous and extraordinarily 
dull. Then there are times when it is 
the very acme of human drama. ... You 
see there human weaknesses, human pre- 
judices, human virtues displayed; and if 
it is only for that I am glad I stood at a 
by-election.’”’ Lady Iveagh’s maiden 
speech was a marked success. She bids 
fair to be a distinguished addition to the 
growing list of talented and successful ladv 
members of Parliament. : 
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American Interviewing. 


President Cosgrave has been interviewed 
scores of times during the past few years, 
but he will find the American journalist 
a much more inquisitive person than 
those whom he meets on this side of the 
Atlantic. The “ship. reporters,’’ who 
board every liner arriving in New York 
Harbour, are particularly “ hard boiled ”’ 
and persistent. They have a series of 
stock questions which they fire at every 
visitor before he has got past the Statue 
of Liberty (which impressed me little 
more than my first sight of Nelson’s 
Pillar)—‘‘ What do you think of New 
York?” ‘‘ How do you like the American 
women?’ “What is your solution for our 
traffic problem 7” and ‘‘ Do you think sky- 
scrapers are safe?’ 

Once the President has negotiated these 
hurdles, he will probably be asked his 
views on “ Bill ” Thompson, of Chicago, 
and “ Al.” Smith’s chances of becoming 
President of the United States. If the 
President is lucky he may be able to tell 
the reporters something about Ireland. 
But if he expects his remarks to be re- 
ported verbatim—or even tolerably ac- 
curately—he will be doomed to disappoint- 
ment. New York reporters do not write 
shorthand. 


An Irish Fitm. 


An English film-producing company is 
looking for a good scenario to make an 
Irish film. I think the best thing they 
could do would be to appoint an advisory 
committee of Irish authors and artists be- 
fore they take the fatal plunge. All the 
Irish films produced up to the present 
have been so many examples of golden 
opportunities missed. One or two of them 
were very bad, and the best were just 
mediocre. I speak with feeling, having 
assisted in the production of some of these 
films and actually taken part in one (the 
last-mentioned was the biggest “ frost ” 
of the lot, strange though it may appear). 
Something ought to be done quickly ; for 
I hear the English company has its eye 
on “ Rory O’More,’’ which affords 
appalling possibilities without sound 
native guidance—though the Ideal Com- 
pany’s “ Handy Andy,” part of which I 
saw in the making at Glendalough, was 
a pleasant surprise in some ways. 


Cattle and Coinage. 


A farming friend writes:—In common 
with many others I was dubious 
when I learnt that the emblems on the 
Saorstát coinage would be animals; but 
now I have come round to recognise that 
the idea is historically appropriate. What 
is money but concentrated live-stock ? Does 
not ‘‘peculation’’ derive from  pecus, 
meaning cattle ’—and did not dirnéis, the 
Irish word for property, formerly mean 
live-stock, too? I am reminded that when 
a doctor looks out for his “ fee,” he does 
not expect an ox to be driven to his door 
although by origin the word might be 
taken as meaning that. In early modern 
Ireland the noted bard, Teig Mór 
O’Higgins, used to get twenty head of 
cattle for a court poem, which I believe 
to have been the regular tariff in the 
thirteenth and fourteenth centuries. When 
a poet of the same clan called upon me 
with a poem recently I felt embarrassed 
that my exiguous stock did not allow me 
to signify my gratitude with a similar 
cift. Our new money will enable us to 
pay our poets in poetic coin. Looking 
through some family papers dating from 
1721 I find that in County Donegal at

The other day an old 
lady asked me for aid, remarking piti- 
fully: ‘‘I have come very low to have to 
do this.” It was very obvious that she had 
seen better days. It is cases such as this 
that touch one with grief that there should 
be so much unrelieved suffering in life. 


A Belfast Celebration. 


The Parliament of Northern Ireland has 
been prorogued for the Christmas holi- 
days—and a couple of months beyond 
them. Belfast observes Christmas like 
any other town nowadays, but it still 
reserves its greatest enthusiasm for New 
Year’s Eve, though it does not call it 
Hogmanay. The demonstration that takes 
place at the Albert Memoria] Clock Tower 
at midnight on the 3lst December hardly 
can be paralleled outside Scotland. Yet 
there is a certain abandon about the pro- 
ceedings which savours more of Mi Caréme 
than Caledonia stern and wild.

Not only is he a good 
lawyer, but—-what is even rarer—he is a 
first-class golfer with a handicap, if I am 
not mistaken, near the scratch mark. Mr. 
Babington represents South Belfast in the 
Northern Parliament. 


The Dublin Shops. 


Is the shop service of Dublin dis- 
courteous and unattractive? <A friend of 
mine, up from the Midlands for her 
Christmas shopping, has been telling me 
a harrowing tale of her experiences in some 
of the principal shops in the city. Being 
of the male persuasion, and my wants 
being few, I do not visit the shops very 
often myself. When I do I am easily 
pleased, and, as they say in the Army, 
have no complaints to make. But my lady 
friend was vehement in her condemna- 
tions, and, as her experiences may be that 
of others, I think it well to relate them. 
She complains that the assistants were 
curt, and not so much discourteous as 
uncourteous. They were not “nice,” with 
that deference and desire to please that 
are the attributes of the well-trained assist- 
ants of Oxford street, Bond street and 
Regent street. (She has lived in London.) 
They ‘‘slammed’’ the things on the 
counter as if they grudged waiting on one, 
and showed a reluctance to produce alter- 
native goods for inspection. Finally, and 
worst of all, goods ordered ‘‘to be de- 
livered’’ never came to hand, and there 
were no profuse apologies when this neglect 
was reported. I should like to know what 
the shop suverintendents think about it, 
or whether the experience of my friend is 
that of others.

Street Dangers. 


Every generation has, like everything 
else, its own peculiar street dangers, The 
motorist nowadays comes in for some hard 
criticism now and again, but he can take 
comfort from the fact that thirty years 
ago the Press was filled with letters deal- 
ing with the “new terror to pedestrians ”’ 
—the bicycle. 

I came across some of these epistles the 
other day when looking over the J/rish 
Times for May, 1896, and they are really 
amusing. One correspondent urged that 
‘those machines should be restricted to 
roads or paths of their own, as steam 
engines and tram cars are’’; another sug- 
gested that the police should not allow 
anyone to cycle nearer than four yards of 
the footpath; another advised that all 
bicycles be required to carry a large regis- 
tration plate bearing the name, address, 
etc., etc., of the owner; in fact, every 
conceivable “ remedy’’ was put forward 
except that each bicycle should be pre- 
ceded by a man bearing a red flag. ‘A 
Careful Cyclist,”’ writing in the issue of 
May 26 of that year, -retaliated by urging 
that pedestrians should not be allowed to 
cross a street, except at recognised 
crossings. 


Trish Enterprise.

We should now be able to obtain an 
analytical record of speech in as compact 
a form as, say, print, and, with practice, 
as readable, and which, moreover, with 
suitable apparatus, can be converted into 
sound. Such a step wil] be nothing less 
than the discovery of nature’s own hand- 
writing. Is it too much to hope that such 
records will eventually supersede writing 
and printing altogether—and incidentally 
to do away with shorthand-writers? 
Whether this happens or not, it is 
practically certain that the problem of 
deafness will be solved completely by 
transferring the duties and faculties of the 
ear to the eve.

CHRISTMAS LECTURES. 
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ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY AND 
THE CHILDREN. 


The Roval Dublin Society’s Christmas 
lectures this year, which will be delivered 
during the school holidays commencing on 
Tuesday next, inclade two devoted to adven- 
tures at sea, two to astronomy, and two to 
bird life. The lectures will be illustrated by 
lantern slides and cinematograph films. 

The first two lectures—December 27th and 
29th—will be delivered by Captain E. R. G. R. 
Evans, who was second in command to 
Scott’s glorious but ill-fated expedition to 
the South Pole. In his first lecture Captain 
Evans will relate a thrilling story of the 
work of small craft during the Great War, 
and in his second lecture he will give an 
intimate account of Captain Scott’s expedi- 
tion to the Antarctic. 

On December 3lst and January 2nd Pro- 
fessor 8S. Brodetsky, Professor of Applied 
Mathematics in the University of Leeds, will 
explain to the young people the results of 
modern science as regards the true place of 
stars in the structure of the Universe, and in 
his second lecture he will point out the great 
work accomplished by Sir Isaac Newton 
more than 200 years ago, which has made 
possible many of the great triumphs of 
mathematical astronomy in recent years. 

The last two lectures of the course— 
January 4th and 6th—will be delivered by 
Captain Knight, who already has lectured 
during the Christmas recess. ‘‘The Filming 
of the Golden Eagle” is the title of his first 
lecture. In his second lecture, “ Bird Life in 
the Tree Tops,’ Captain Knight carries his 
audience on a perilous photographic exyedi- 
tion into the tops of lofty trees.

Books of the Week, 


HARRIET MARTINEAU. 


ISS THEODORA BOSANQUET, in 
her book on Harriet Martineau, 
bas made an interesting study of a woman 
who, without a touch of genius, succeeded 
in making herself one of the most 
prominent figures in the literary world of 
her day by sheer intellectual ability. 
Harriet Martineau was plain, deaf and 
unattractive ; so unattractive, according to 
Miss Bosanquet, that her sex was a 
hindrance to her rather than an advantage 
when she went up to London as a young 
woman to make terms with her publishers. 
The subjects on which she wrote were not 
popular. The Unitarian religion, the 
Laws of Political Economy, and the treat- 
ment of paupers do not appeal to the man- 
in-the-street. Yet when she was still in 
her ‘thirties she had acquired by the 
exposition of these topics a reputation such 
that men like Brougham and Lord 
Durham on the one hand, and Carlyle and 
Coleridge on the other, were glad to talk 


to her. 
* x g x . 


It is not given to many women even in 
the twentieth century to find their views 
on practical political questions regarded 
as important by publicists, poets and 
politicians. Harriet Martineau, with no 
influence to help her, achieved this 
position in a wonderfully short time. Her 
works are not now much read, and without 
Miss Bosanquet’s aid it would be difficult 


She makes it clear, though rather by 
ironic suggestion than by deliberate 
analysis, that the secret lay in Harriet 
Martineau’s lucidity of mind, her gift for 
the delicate, her certainty that she was 
right, and her ardent championship of 
doctrines which were not exactly popular, 
but, better still, were just becoming 
popular. She usually was on the winning 
side, as in the case of Free Trade w Great 
Britain and Abolitionism in America; but 
she was always just sufficiently in advance 
of the thought of her time to make her 
seem one of its leaders. Indeed, she may 
actually have been one of its leaders, 
though it is difficult to believe that one so 
entirely without charm of expression can 


other minds. 

As.a woman Miss Martineau was good, 
kind and conscientious, but not apparently 
much loved. Except for a brief engage 
ment to a Unitarian minister, which ended 
in unfortunate circumstances (the young 
man went mad and died) her r-lations 
with men seem to have been much on the 
same footing as her relations with women. 
In both cases the basis for friendship and 
affection was intellectual sympathy and 
interest, reinforced on Miss Martineau’s 
side by an active benevolence towerds her 
friends She organised lectures for 
Carlyle, recommended Browning’s poems to 
editors, and was always trying to benefit 
and improve her neighbours. Generally 


at first, but sooner or later they seem to 
have found Miss Martineau a bore. Miss 
Bosanquet has collected a number of con- 
temporary comments, some kind and some 
cruel, and arranges them with skill to 
form a picture of Harriet as she appeared 
to her contemporaries. Like most modern 
Liographers, Miss Bosanquet is not too 
gentle with her subject. She lays Harriet 
on the dissecting table and displays her 
weaknesses, her dislike of her mother 
(revealing itself in apparently affectionate 
dreams), her self-1mportance and her 
desire to be an object of interest, if only 
as an incurable invalid. She even treats 
the subject of Miss Martineau’s physical 
maladies with firmness and frankness, find- 
ing her guilty, poor lady, of pretending to 
a disease of the heart for which there was 
no medical evidence.

This kind of biography, unlike the 
laudatory variety, is never dull, and in 
the hands of Miss Bosanquet, whose style 
is subtle, penetrating and often witty, it 
becomes extremely interesting. Perhaps, 
the most entertaining part of her book 
concerns itself with Mr. Henry George 
Atkinson, the obscure mesmerist who cured 
Miss Martineau of an illness, and whom 
in return she idolised as a master and 
teacher. On nearly every page, however, 
there is some delightful touch, a character- 
istic anecdote, or quotation, or a faintly 
satirical comment. The book is a notable 
addition to the rapidly accumulating 
literature about those who are now gener- 
ally known as “ Eminent Victorians.’’

A BOOK OF ESCAPES. 


‘YAPTAIN HARDY, of the Connaught 

Rangers, a member of a well-known 
Belfast family, has written a book worthy 
of a place beside such classics of escape 
as ‘‘ The Road to Endor,’’ ‘‘ The Escaping 
Club,” and “ Four Hundred and Fifty 
Miles to Freedom.” Captured by the 
Germans in the Great War when he was 
but nineteen, an insatiable desire to get 
back to his country’s aid drove him to 
make the attempt seven or eight times. 
On five occasions he got right away. 

The first time he was actually on board 
a boat for Sweden, when, ‘“‘running at 
full speed along the quayside, came a 
policeman, with another man in uniform.

Then on foot they sought 
the frontier. “ Halt !’’ ‘‘ Speaking in Ger- 
man, I called out, ‘ Look here, we are 
Dutch, and have crossed into Germany by 
accident. Can you show us our way back ?’ 
The answer came in broken German, ‘ I 
don’t understand.’ Secarcely able to believe 
our ears, scarcely able to breathe for the 
hammering of our hearts, we approached 
still nearer, and suddenly Loder shouted 
at the top of his voice: ‘ By God! they're 
Dutchmen !’ ‘ Dutchmen?’ I said stupidly. 
“ But if that’s so we must be in Holland.’ 
‘We are, old thing,’ said he... .”’

NORTHERN MOTOR 
BILL. 


LAND FOR PARKING 
PLACES. 
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In the next session of the Northern Parlia- 
ment, which opens in March, a bill will be 
presented to make further provision for the 
improvement of roads and streets for the pre- 
vention of danger to pedestrians; to enable 
building hnes to be prescribed in relation to 
certain roads; to provide parking places for 
vehicles, and to make provision for the erec- 
tion and use of petrol pumps along roads. 

The bill, which should meet a long-felt 
want, empowers local authorities, who desire 
to acquire land otherwise than by agreement 
for the. purpose of improving or widening an 
old road or street or making a new road, to 
apply to the Ministry of Home Affairs for an 
order vesting the land in the local authority 
and providing for the payment and compen- 
sation in accordance with the provisions of a 
schedule. | 

OBSTRUCTING THE VIEW. 

Section two, dealing with the prevention 
of obstruction to view at corners, provides 
that a local authority may serve a notice 
upon the owner or occupier of any land at 
or near any corner of bend, directing him to 
alter the height or character of any wall, 
fence or hedge. : 

Similar authority is granted to local bodies 
in respect of hedges which overhang any 


or obstruct the passage of vehicles or foot 
passengers, or the view of drivers of vehicles. 

Section four deals with the prescription of 
a building line, which will be distinctly 
marked and shown on plans to be signed 
by and deposited with the clerk of the local 
authority. 

PARKING PLACES. 

For the purpose of relieving or preventing 
congestion of traffic, local authorities are 
given power to provide parking places by 
acquiring land or authorising the use of any 
street within their area. 

Powers are also given to councils to make 
charges for the use of any parking place 
which does not form part of a street. 

With reference to petrol pumps, local 
authorities may grant to any person a licence 
to erect these in any road, street or footpath 
in their area; prescribe conditions in regard 
to the erection; require the payment of an 
annual fee, and impose penalties for the 
erection or use of pumps without licences. 

MILESTONES. 

The bill also provides that councils may 
incur reasonable expenditure in the provision 
and maintenance of direction posts, mile- 
stones or mileposts, and gives the Home 
Ministry power to make advances out of the 
Road Fund to a local authority for the pur-

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That there is excessive profit-taking in 
fish, truit) and vegetables in Dublin is 
amony the important conclusions of the 
Tribunal on ood Prices. 

In regard to fish, the Tribunal recom- 
mends that official market prices should be 
published weekly in the d’ress, and that 
traders should be compelled to display 
their prices. It is recommended that the 
sale ot vegetables and fruit in the Dublin 
market should be in standard quantities 
properly graded. ‘The compulsory display 
of vegetables and fruit price lists and con- 
sumers’ auctions is also suggested. 

FISH PRICES IN WVUBLIN. 

The investigations into fish prices were 
confined to tbe Dublin area. It was found 
that of the fish consumed, 25 per cent. is 
imported direct by retailers, and the remain- 
der supplied through the Dublin Corporation 
Market. From a detailed statement of the 
sales of fish in the Dublin Market on Feb- 
ruary 11 this year it was found that the 
large proportion of the day’: supply of fish 
which found its way to the forestaller was 
remarkable. ‘lhe forestallers’ cllents were, in 
the main, street hawkers. 

The forestallers, the Commissioners say, 
gave evidence to the effect that they made 
about ls: to 2s. per box of fish, but were 
unable to give any precise information as to 
the uisposal of the fish bought by them on 
that day, or to produce evidence of specific 
transactions showing the profit made. Their 
methods of trading appeared to be rough 
and reacy; none of them kept accounts, and 
one of them stated that she did not know 
how mucii money she brought to market or 
how much she brought home at the end of 
the day. 

Each forestaller purchased on an average 
about £13 worth of fish on the day, and we 
found it difficult to credit these statements 
as to their methods of tiading, even when cor 
roborated in detail by retailers who gave evi- 
dence at the sitting. In these circumstances the 
evidence as to the profits made by the market 
women was inconclusive, but we are inclined 
to think that. the large addition to the retail 
price of fish due to their operations 18 not so 
much the result of excessive profit-taking as 
of their wasteful and inefticient methods of 
business. 

THE MOST PROFITABLE FISH FOR 

RETAILERS. 

Some very large rates of gross profit were 
realised on certain fish. Retailers 
stated that whiting and plaice were the most 
profitable fish to them, but the rate of gross 
profit on the sale of cod and haddock were 
almost as great. It is a curious fact that the 
rate of gross profit on the sale of the more 
expensive fish (salmon, trout, turbot) was 
considerably lower than on the sale of the 
cheaper fish. From the particulars at our 
disposal we find that the rate of gross profit 
on the sale on the llth February, 1927, of 
fish sold by weight (í.e., the great bulk of 
the supply) was 354 per cent., and on the 
sale of tish sold by head was 19 per cent 
We would, therefore, be safe in putting the rate 
of gross profit on the whole retail sale on 
that day at oO per cent., after allowing for 
waste. The retailers who gave evidence 
stated that it happened that the llth Feb 
ruary, 1927, being a Friday, was a day on 
which profits were unusually 
l'rom examination of accounts, 
which covered two years trading, it appears 
that the normal rate of gross profit on turn- 
over, alter allowing for waste, was 26 per 
cent.; the normal rate of expenses on turn 
over was 15 per cent.; and the normal rate 
of net profit 11 per cent. on turnover. It Js 
seen, toerefo.., that the rate of gross proht 
taken Jor the partlicuiar day under review 
exceeded the rate taken over a period by 4 
per cent, 

Both auctioneers and buyers told the 
Tribunal that they would welcome regula- 
tions making it compulsory to sell fish 
graded and in standard quantities. It is, 
therefore, recommended that the sale of fish 
in the market should be by standard quanti- 
ties. 
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VEGETABLES AND FRUIT. 
The report states that in the case of 
cabbages, a standard wholesale unit was un-

bananas) similar conditions generally pre- 
| vailed, Retailers, when required to state 
| cost prices of cabbages, almost invariably 
quoted a figure per load, and further 
| examination elicited the reply that a load 
of cabbages might contain from twenty to 
sixty dozen. 

Similar conditions prevailed in the handling 
of apples, oranges, and bananas. These 
fruits vary greatly in size and quality, and 
the contents of barrels, boxes, and crates, 
themselves uniform, differ in quantity to a 
remarkable degree. A further difficulty was 
that the contents of a single purchase, e.g., 
a load of cabbage, a ton of potatoes, or a 
box of oranges, were not disposed of by the 
retailer at a uniform price. Potatoes bought 
at 5s. 10d. per cwt. were sold at ls., 1s. ld., 
and ls. 2d. per stone, according Lo quality, 
and, generally, no records were available of 
the quantities sold at each price. In these 
circumstances no attempt could .be made to 
obtain an adequate statistical basis for the 
construction of a ‘‘ price structure’’ of any 
of these commodities. We also found that, 
with one exception, retailers, even in a large 
way of business, were not in a position to 
produce trading accounts of any sort. Any 
attempt to procure the keeping of accounts 
over a test period, even if successful, would 
have unduly prolonged our 
delayed the presentation of this report. 


PRIMARY AND RETAIL PRICES. 
A table is given in the report which reveals 
some curious movements in the primary and

retail prices of potatoes. In the July quarters 
the rise in retail prices was considerably 
greater than was warranted by the corre- 
sponding ise in primary prices, while in the 
Uctober quarters the opposite was the case, 
but not to so great an extent. We were 
much impressed by the small proportion of 
the final price of potatoes which accrues to 
the farmer. We-have seen, in the case of 
eggs, that the farmers’ portion of the final 
price for the years 1925 and 1926 amounted 
to 76 per cent. and 81 per cent., respectively, 
as against 61 per cent. and 62 per cent., 
respectively, in the case of potatoes. 

While primary prices over the period 
dropped by ód. per stone, the decline in 
retail prices was more marked, amounting to 
(id. per stone; yet the proportion accruing 
to the farmer at the end of the period (viz., 
{3 per cent. of the retail price) is less than 
the proportion he received for his eggs. There 
does not appear to be any good reason why 
the distributer’s margin should be greater in 
the case of potatoes than eggs, and we must 
conclude that, even at the end of the period 
examined (January, 1927), when the fall in 
retail prices was double the fall in primary 
prices, the distributor’s margin was too large. 
These statistics refer to the Saorstat as a 
whole. 
THE FORESTALLER AND THE 

RETAILER. 

We were impressed by the large proportion 
of the price to the consumer which is absorbed 
by intermediaries, especially in the case of 
potatoes and vegetables. AVhere a forestaller 
and a retailer are interposed between thie 
producer and the consumer, the rate of gross 
profit of the forestaller frequently exceeds 
that of the retailer. We see no reason for 
this. In other trades the wholesaler (who 
corresponds roughly with the forestaller) takes 
a FAN "io rate of gross profit than the retailer. 
The forestaller of vegetables and potatoes is 
a middleman without the virtues of the ordi- 
nary wholesaler who exercises a regulative 
effect on the market and finds markets for 
surplus produce. The forestaller exists solely 
by reason of the fact that there are too many 
small vegetable and fruit shops. 

An examination of the transactions in which 
the forestaller played no part reveals the fact 
that no advantage accrued to the consumer 
through the elimination of the forestaller. 
The price to the consumer remained the same, 
and was fixed at a level which afforded the 
least efficient retailer a sufficient profit. The 

rofit of the large retailer who does not buy 
ba a forestaller must, therefore, have been 


excessive.

OVER-PROOF SPIRITS IN 
BOTTLE. 
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BELFAST CUSTOMS CASE, 

A charge of larceny preferred against him 
having been withdrawn, Thomas Alexander, 
Sixth street (North Howard street), ware- 
houseman, appeared at the Belfast Licens- 
ing Court yesterday, charged with having in 
his possession a quantity of spirits upon 
which full duty had not been paid. . 

Detective Sergeant Brown said: that when 
the defendant left the premises of William 
Cowan and Company in Great Patrick street, 
with other employés, at 1 p.m. on the 10th 
inst., he saw the neck of a bottle of whiskey 
sticking out of his pocket. Alexander ob- 
jected to being searched in the street, and 
they went to the engine house at the rear of 
the premises, where the defendant darted into 
a dark hall, and ran up to the top of the 
house, four floors up. The witness called 
out that he would use hig revolver if he 
did not stop. When the witness got up to 
him he found a pint bottle of whiskey at his 
‘You can search me now, sir, if you 
like,’’ the defendant remarked, and at the 
police station later he said that he knew 
nothing about it. 

The defendant denied that he ran from 
the sergeant, or that he had the bottle in his 
posse ssion. 

A Customs and Excise officer said that the 
spirit was 23.3 per cent. over-proof, while 
the usual strength of spirits leaving a bonded 
house in bottle was 25 under proof. In 
cross-examination, the witness said that 
whiskey was sometimes supplied to chemists 
over-proof. 

The magistrates said that they had no 
earthly doubt that this bottle of whiskey was 
taken out of Messrs. Cowan’s premises, but 
they could not say with what object. They 
would fine the defendant £10, which wa’ not 
excessive, in view of the fact that the maxi- 
mum penalty under the Act was £500.

WOUNDED & RECAPTURED.

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From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
CLONMEL, Thursday. 

A sensation was caused in Clonmel yester- 
day evening by the wounding and arrest of 
James Nugent, T.C., Clonmel, who has been 
'“on the run ” for over a year. 

In November, 1925, he was sentenced to 
a year's imprisonment in Dublin for taking 
ait in an unlawful military force and being 
in pen of treasonable documents, Hée 
had served some of the sentence when, with 
other prisoners, he escaped from Mountjoy 
Prison, having been rescued by men wearing 
Civic Guard's uniform, armed with warrants. 

Since then he has been sought by the 
authorities; He was elected on the Clonmel 
Corporation, and was twice disqualified for 
non-attendance, but excused, 

On Wednesday night, it is stated, he was 
seen leaving a public-house in O'Connell 
street, Clonmel, accompanied by some other 
persons, and apparently was observed by two 
members of the detective branch of the Civic 
Guard. As he was about to enter a waiting 
motor cer at the corner of Quay street and 
Blue Anchor lane, he was called upon by 
the detectives to halt and put up his hands. 

It is stated that he immediately shouted: 
‘‘Stand back,” and it is also alleged that 
he put his hand to his hip pocket. One of 
the detectives grappled with him, but he 
broke away and made a dash for liberty. 
He was called upon to halt a second time, 
but did not do so. A shot was fired, but 
he continued to run. Two more shots were 
fired, and Nugent stumbled and fell, and 
when, picked ap was found to be wounded in 
the hip. 

He was brought to a house, and a priest 
and a doctor were sent for. After he had 
been seen by a priest and Dr. Murphy, he 
was conveyed to St. Joseph's Hospital, where 
he was detained by Dr, Crean, medical officer, 
for treatment.

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR. 
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EX-SERVICE MEN'S 
COMMISSION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In your issue of the 9th inst. it was 
reported that the Commission recently ap- 
pointed to investigate the claims of British 
ex-Service men decided, at their inaugural 
meeting held on the 8th inst., that the pro- 
ceedings of the Commission should not be 
open either to the public or to the Press. At 
a large and representative meeting held at 
this Branch on the 9th inst., at which the 
Right Hon. Lord Inchiquin, patron of the 
Branch, presided, a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted protesting strongly against 
the secrecy to be employed by this Commis- 
sion, no reason for which has yet been 
explained. 

The claims of British ex-Service men in 
this area are based almost entirely upon the 
promises made to them at the commencement 
of the war by the British Government, 
through its recruiting officers, that, in return | 
for their services, they would be provided 
with houses fit to live in, instead of the 
hovels they. then occupied, and in most cases 
still occupy. In this matter they seek no | 
concession but the fulfilment of a promise 
definitely made, but not yet fulfilled. The 
houses so far provided in Ennis and West 
Clare do not represent more than two pe) 
cent, of the ex-Service population. I have in 
my possession jetters from British ex-Service 
men in almost every part of the county apply- 
ing for cottages under the Irish Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Land Trust scheme: Many of these 
men had their applications for houses accepted 
years ago, and in some instarces I believe 
the foundations were actually laid down, but 
the building never was proceeded with. 

The conditions under which so many of 
these men and their families exist are so 
bad that, unless speedy and adequate provi- 
sion’ is made for their propel accommodation, 
heavy mortality must inevitably result., It is 
now nine years since the war terminated, 
and, making due allowance for the years of | 
civil turmoil in the country, the houses 
intended to be built are not yet completed. 

It is felt here, and, I am sure, in other 
districts that the just demands 
Irish ex-Service men should he & 
equitably and openly. ld the Commission 
now appointed hold to their policy of secre 
for which no reason is apparent, it 
that their sphere of usefulness will be ' 
confined, to the detriment of the men whose 
claims they are about to consider.—Yours,

This announcement is of particular 
interest in the light of the building 
programme that has been adopted by the 
United States. With almost unlimited 
funds at its disposal, the Washington 
Government has decided to build the 
greatest fleet that the world ever has 
known. Every Briton will rejoice that 
the King has made the Empire’s position 
clear. It will not be drawn into a race 
for maritime supremacy. 

Many people have been alarmed—as we 
think, without cause—by the decision of 
the Washington Government to build more 
ships. Every Briton regards the Navy as 
a vital necessity, whereas the average 
American citizen regards his fleet as a 
luxurious toy. So much money has been 
amassed by the United States that Govern- 
ment and people alike are looking round 
for something on which to spend their 
surplus cash; and the fact that the crea- 
tion of a big Navy has been chosen as an 
easy method to get rid of money ought to 
frighten nobody. Britain needs warships 
for a definite purpose. She must protect 
her seaborne trade and must police the seas 
of the Empire. The United States desires a 


Navy in order, apparently, to prove to 


the world that it is Britain’s equal on the 
sea. No sane man can object to that little 
vanity. Nations, like human beings, have 
their weak points; and, if the Americans 
wish to have the biggest fleet in existence, 
just as they have the highest building, the 
longest river and the most money, they 
have a perfect right to indulge their whim. 
Of course, the matter has a serious aspect. 
Other nations may not regard the 
American building ‘programme with 
British complacency, and, if a com- 
petition starts, there may be trouble. For 
that reason we hope that the suggestion 
which is implicit in His Majesty’s Speech 
—namely, that there shall be a resumption 
of the Geneva negotiations at an early 
date—will not be ignored in Washington. 


The Church Crisis. 


A week ago the House of Commons 
rejected the new Prayer-book—the work 
of twenty years and the Church Assembly's 
eirenicon for the Church of England’s 
bitter and scandalous dissensions. Shocked, 
but not broken, by the blow, the veteran 
Archbishop of Canterbury has taken 
counsel with his colleagues of the Bench ; 
and they have reached decisions which are 
published te-day. In official language the 
statenient would be called an interim 
report. The bishops’ conferences on the 
Church’s grave crisis (the adjective is 
their own) have been adjourned till the 
lith January, and such _ constructive 
proposals as they may evolve will be 
submitted, a month later, to the Church 
Assembly and to Convocations. This state- 
ment is definite, however, on the main 
point of policy. The bishops refuse either 
to surrender to despair or to defy the will 
of Parliament: they recognise that the 
House of Commons, in 
Prayer-book measure, was within its 
rights. On the other hand, they do not 
regard its vote as final, since they believe 
that the House was “influenced by certain 
avoidable misunderstandings.’’ Accord- 
ingly they have decided “to reintroduce 
the measure 
as soon as possible, with such changes— 
and such changes only—as may tend to 
remove misapprehensions, and to make 
clearer and more explicit its intentions 
and limitations.’’ Thus it appears that, 
if the Assembly is able to ratify the pro- 
posed changes in a single session, the 
revised measure may be presented to 
Parliament during the summer or autumn 
of next year. 

The bishops beg that in the mean- 
the Church's difficulties shall 

aggravated by renewed con- 
troversy. They ask opponents of the 
defeated measure to call a truce—a 
request which Sir William Joynson-Hicks, 
the protagonist of opposition, readily has 
accepted. Clergymen who practise usages 
which the Deposited Book would forbid 
are asked to abandon such usages. In 
his letter to The Ties the Earl of 
Birkenhead declared: ‘ Every clergyman 
now knows that in practice he can with 
impunity employ the revised Prayer-book. 
Every clergyman, who wishes to, will, 
my judgment, be wise in doing so.” To 
this intemperate counsel the bishops ad- 
minister a direct rebuke. “ With all the 
authority,” they say, “which belongs to 
our office, we ask that until the Deposited 
Book is fully authorised by the Church no 
one shall avail himself of its provisions so 
as to make changes in the accustomed 
order of Services, or to introduce usages 
which would have been. sanctioned by it.” 
On one point—unfortunately, as we think 
—the bishops’ statement is silent. The 
House of Commons rejected the Prayer- 
book measure for two reasons. It held 
that the measure not only impaired the 
Church’s Protestant character, but con- 
tained no guarantee for the enforcement 
of obedience on rebellious clergy. As Sir 
John Marriott, M.P., says, “ the assurance, 
however emphatic or sincere, of bishops, 
who are here to-day, but may be gone 
to-morrow, was not accepted as a sub- 
stitute for legislation.” Will the measure 
which emerges from the coming delibera- 
tions of the Church Assembly contain, 
along with changes “to remove mis- 
apprehensions, provisions that will 
restore discipline to the Church’s ranks? 
We fear that a measure which lacks such 
provisions may share its predecessor's 
fate. In any case the House of Commons 
and the country will have the benefit of 
a useful object-lesson during the next few 
months. If the bishops’ present appeal 
for the abandonment of illegal or even 
premature usages is treated with con- 
tempt, Parliament’s duty as the guardian 
of the Church 's doctrine and government 
will become wholly clear.

Forestry in Ulster. 


We remember that noble waterway. 
lined by railroad, from the mouth 
Carlingford Lough to Newry in days when 
the journey would be made through a 
glory of woodland. Many slopes devastated 
of trees there tell a story that is true of 
all Northern Ireland. The Chief Forest 
Officer of the Government of Northern 
Ireland, writing in the Scottish Forestry 
Journal, tells how estates sold to tenants 
under the Land Acts have been cleared 
of timber and how demesnes have been 
stripped. To-day the wooded area in the 
Six Counties is but 1.2 per cent. of the 
whole—a_ smaller proportion than even 
that in the Free State. Conifers find the 
readiest market and are most quickly 
grown. Accordingly, virtually all woods 
under forty years of age are stocked with 
conifers, to the exclusion of hardwoods. 
“It is to be regretted, therefore, that, 
after the present mature hardwoods have 
been cut, there will be no growing stock 
to take their place.” There are some 
550,000 acres of hill grazing and rough 
pasture lands in Northern Ireland, and 
it is estimated that of this area 10 per cent, 
could .be planted in blocks with conifers 
without injury to agricultural] interests. 
Since 1922 the Northern Ministry of 
Agriculture has controlled forestry opera- 
tions. An average of 300 acres was 
planted every year until 1926, and in the 
planting season of 1926-27 a total area 
of 500 acres was planted. A Commission 
on the Natural and Industrial Resources 
of Northern Ireland, which sat in 1925, 
recommended that power should be 
given to the Ministry to accelerate and 
extend the forestry programme; that 
grants should be made to corporate 
bodies and private owners for planting 
and scrub. clearing, and that small

farmers and, others should be supplied at 
cost price with plants. These recom- 
mendations were adopted, and they are 
being put into effect wit as much speed 
as circumstances allow. Among difficulties 
is. the fact that private planting, in 
Northern Ireland as in the Free State, 
has fallen off, and it is not antici- 
pated that there will be a large response 
by private planters for some years to 
come. Ultimately it is hoped to induce 
farmers to plant areas of waste land, of 
which patches, ranging from half an acre 
to over ten acres, exist on most Northern 
holdings. The mild, moist climate favours 
conifers. In County Down pines thrive, 
but outside that county spruces are likely 
to predominate. Douglas fir grows well 
in the North, but larch is seldom grown 
in satisfactory crops owing to the prevalence 
of larch canker disease.

Dwindling Gold. 


Italy's reversion to the gold standard 
will intensiíy the demand for that metal 
and accentuate its scarcity. The annual 
report of the Deputy Master and 
Comptroller of the Royal Mint declares 
that, “unless we are prepared to face a 
prolonged fall in commodity prices, it is 
imperative to economise gold, both in 
regard to its use as a commodity and to 
its use as money. Unless new fields 
containing large gold deposits are dis- 
covered, the world’s stock will not meet 
the demands made upon it. Production 
is increasingly hampered by the growing 
cost of labour and working expenses, 
precisely at the time when the lodes 
are becoming more and more difficult of 
access. In Canada the output, however, 
has increased rapidly in recent years, and 
the Dominion promises soon tosurpass the 
United States and to become the world’s 
largest gold producer. The Australian 
supply, on the other hand, is dwindling 
rapidly towards vanishing point. Relief 
to the stringency of gold supply has come 
from a curious quarter. Aviation has 
rendered gold more mobile. The increasing 
tendency to transport gold by air has 
reduced the interest involved where long 
journeys have to be made. It is thought, 
also, that the reduction in cost of 
transport brought about by aviation may 
bring a revival of prosperity to remote 
goldfields where the supply has shrunk. 
“It may well be that in the future the 
international gold exchange will be served 
by gold in bars instead of in coin.”

ENGINEERS FIND 4 
SOLUTION. 


WORK THAT WLLL COST 
£1,350,000, 
From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

A statement issued late this evening by 
the Belfast Water Commissioners shows 
that the engineers have at last found rock 
foundation for the dam of the reservoir in 
the Silent Valley. The Commissioners are 
naturally elated at this discovery, and 
took the public into their confidence at 
the earliest moment. 

The task has been long, heavy 
dispiriting. Many disappointments were 
experienced. Shifting sand-drifts and 
water were encountered, but the genius o/ 
the special board of engineers has finally 
overcome all difficulties and made it 
feasible jor the dam to be built. The only 
consideration now the question of 
expense. 

lt is stated that the existing designs 
will require to be substantially modified, 
both from a technical and economic point 
of view, ana that the scheme will cost 
£1,350,000, instead of £983,250, ithe 
original contract price. 

The report has yet to be considered by 
the Commissioners, and it is suggested by 
the engineers that the permanent work 
should be commenced as soon as possible. 


SEARCH FOR FOUNDATION. 

The Water Commissioners’ plan is to 
construct a dam which will turn the Silent 
Valley, in the Mourne Mountains, into a 
lake for the provision of a water supply 
for Belfast. When the work had been in 
progress for three years differences arose 
between the Commissioners and the con- 
tractors, and arbitration proceedings were 
instituted. 

From these it appeared that, up to that 
time, it had proved impossible to find an 
adequate foundation for the dam, and it 
was feared by the public that the sum 
expended (£640,000) might prove to have 
been wasted. 

It was decided that a board of engineers 
should examine the position, make further 
trial borings and report to the Board. It

REVISE AND REVIVE 


CHURCH AND PRAYER 
BOOK. 


The Times observes in an editorial article :'— 
Confronted by general bewilderment at the 
shipwreck of their hopes, and by many com- 
peting counsels, the ‘eaders of the Church 
have shown both wisdom and courage in 
setting their course afresh. There are three 
qualities in the Archbishops’ statement this 
morning which deserve admiration and re- 
spect. It is prompt, where delay would have 
been intelligible, but might have been dis- 
astrous. It shows a proper spirit of  self- 
respect in declining to accept as final the 
verdict of a single day’s debate in the House 
of Commons, much of it ill-informed, and 
little of it worthy of the subject or of the 
occasion. On the other hand, it recognises 
the strength of the popular instinct—for it 
was instinct rather than argument—which 
was revealed in the division list, and acknow- 
ledges that an ecclesiastical compromise 
clearly understood by those who had reached 
it themselves with so much laborious good- 
will may yet present points of suspicion and 
difficulty to those who survey it for the first 
time from outside. It must seem an amazing 
thing to most of us that a large number of 
members of the House of Commons should 
positively take a pride in having heard last 
week's debate with an “ open mind.” There 
are well-known cases of men who changed 
their intended vote, and sometimes . changed 
it more than once, as the discussion went on 
from afternoon to evening. Those honest fluc- 
tuations of opinion were admittedly the conse- 
quence of what was said in the House that day. 
not necessarily of the rights and wrongs of 
the questfon at issue, which the archbishops 
may well have felt themselves far better quali- 
fied to expound than any of the protagonists 
of the measure on the floor below. But it 
would be a mistake to refyse for that reason 
to take them into account or to forget that 
an impression created by whatever mis- 
management on the House of Commons is 
likely to be repeated in the case of a larger 
public.

SPANISH CHRISTMAS

CLUB WINS £517,000 PRIZE.

MADRID, Thursday. 

Big prizes in the Spanish Christmas 
lottery were won and lost this morning. 
A crowd, which had been forming up into 
a queue since early yesterday morning, 
stood shivering while gazing on the activi- 
ties of a number of boys from charitable 
institutions who were drawing numbers 
corresponding with those dropping out at 
every turn of the big wheel, 

Never has the biggest lottery of the year 
aroused so much interest, and the Puerta 
del Sol has been packed with people gazing 
up at the numbers placarded as they were 
telephoned through. No tickets have been 
available for many weeks past except a 
few returned from provincial districts, 
which have been sold at a big premium. 

The prize of fifteen million pesetas (over 
£517,000) was won by Ticket No. 10,123, a 
large share in which had been bought by 
a club composed of twenty-three persons, 
called La Peseta, formed ten years ago for 
the sole purpose of entering for the big 
annual lottery. This is the second large 
prize they have won.

The second prize of ten million pesetas 
was won by Ticket No. 50,153; the third

CORK, Thursday. 
Early this morning a goods train was 
derailed on the Cork-Youghal line,. about 
a mile ana a half outside Killeagh. The 
driver, fireman and guard were injured, 
the fireman sustaining fractured ribs. 
The permanent way. had been washed 
out by floods, and in the dari:ness the 
engine toppled over the embankment. 
Some of the wagons left the rails and 
were smashed. 
A roaring flood, some six feet deep, 
swept along the tracks, and the escape of 
the train men from death was remarkable. 


GUARD'S STORY. 

Mr. Patrick Coogan, the guard of the 
train, in an interview, said that at the 
time of the occurrence he was thrown 
against the side of his van and knocked 
unconscious. 

““ When I came to my senses,” he said, 
“TIT found that my head was cut, and 
my chest and neck were also hurt.  For- 
tunately, the rear portion of the van had 
not left the rails, although the front had. 
The wagon immediately in front of me 
had been telescoped into the van, the 
front of which had been broken in. 

“ I got out of the van, but the torrent 
between the rails was so fierce that | 
could) not make anv headway. The 
flood had swept away the entire perma- 
nent way, and there was nothing left to 
support the rails. The driver and fire- 
man were standing about ten yards in 
front of me, but we could not reach each 
other owing to the flood, which was about 
six feet deep, nor could we hear each 
other owing to the -roar of the rushing 
water between the rails.”’

Guard Patten, who was on duty at the 
time, performed very good work in arous- 
ing the residents and rescuing them from 
their serious position. He had the assist- 
ance of several other Civic Guards and 
civilians. 

The work of the rescuers was consider- 
ably impeded by the particularly heavy 
rain, there being a continuous downpour 
from 6 o’clock last evening until after 7 
o'clock this morning. In some places they 
were working in water above their waists 

The floods in many cases entered the 
houses simultaneously femm back and 
front. It is as vet almost impossible to 
estimate the damage caused, but it is con- 
siderable. Not only have many the 
residents suffered severe loss of livestock, 
poultry. and pigs, a considerable number 
of which were drowned, but the contents 
of several shops containing perishable 
goods were damaged.

TWELVE HOURS’ RAIN IN SCOTLAND. 

Twelve hours’ deluge of rain in the East 
of Scotland last night caused the snow to 
disappear, and streams overflowing their 
banks tore up stretches of land. The rush 
of water swept away root crops in a number 
of fields. Miles of land were in a sub- 
merged state last ht. 

In many parts of Durham large areas of 
land were submerged. 

Roads were submerged, houses isolated, and 
sports grounds waterlogged as the result of 
big tloods in Northamptonshire. 

' rapid thaw has caused flooding at 

the basements of many houses being 
with water.

FLOODING IN MERTHYR VALLEY, 

The heavy rains carried down débris, which 
the entrance to a culvert in 
Merthyr. The rushing stream 
flowed several streets, the houses of 
which were flooded to a depth of two feet. 
Furniture was damaged, and in the cellar of 
a public-house beer barrels were floating 
about. Eventually the culvert entrance was 
cleared, and the flood abated. 

In the hamlet of Bute Town, situate in a 
hollow on the mountainside at Pontlottyn, 
torrents rushed down the mountain and 
flooded the houses.

MURDERERS WHO DO NOT 
KNOW THEIR FATE. 

Seven men—one in Ireland and six in 
Great Britain—under sentence of death will 
pass Christmas without knowing whether the 
sentences will be carried out or not. In the 
Irish case the Court of Criminal Appeal this 
week refused the application of William 
O’Neill for leave to appeal against his con- 
viction for the murder of Margaret Farrell 
(aged 84) at Glenmalure, Co. Wicklow. It 1s 
understood that a petition will be sent to 
the Governor-General to commute the sen- 
tence to one of penal servitude for life. The 
six men in Great Britain who have been sen- 
tenced to death have lodged appeals, but these 
will not be heard until January, as the Court 
has risen for the Christmas vacation, Three 
of the men are under sentence tor the murder 
of one man, and for the murder of 
another. 

Death sentences on five other murderers 
whose appeals have been heard and have failed 
are under consideration by the Home Secre- 
tary, Sir William Joynson-Hicks. In all these 
cases Sir William Joynson-Hicks. will decide 
before Christmas whether “to advise the King 
to grant a reprieve. 

Doris Williams, the Welsh woman, who was 
twice tried for the murder of her child, was 
reprieved this week, Only once before have 
there been a greater number of cases before 
the Home Secretary at one time. ‘This was 
some years ago, when thirteen cases had to be 
decided. 

This week the Governor-General of the Irish 
Free State granted a reprieve to Elizabeth 
Hannon, who had been convicted of the 
murder of her illegitimate child. The death 
penalty was commuted to one of penal servi- 
tude for life.

ART TREASURES.

12,000 GUINEAS FOR A 
ROMNEY PORTRAIT. 


The sale of the late Marquis Curzon’s art 
treasures brought a big crowd to Christie's 
Auction Rooms, London, yesterday afternoon, 
There were only eleven pictures in the col- 
lection, many others having been bequeathed 
to the nation, but all were of outstanding 
importance—notably, Romney’s portraits of 
Lady Milner and of Mrs. Yates; Hoppner’s of 
Lady Vernon; and Sir William Beechey’s 
“ Mrs. Farthing.’’ Beechey’s portrait was 
the first put up on the stand. It brought an 
opening bid of only 500 guineas, and ad- 
vanced slowly, till it fell at £1,995. This 
picture was sold for a trifling sum at Worth- 
Ing many years ago, but when Lord Curzon 
bought it at the Ramsden sale ten years ago 
he paid £4,830 for it. 

Bonington’s “View of Paris,” which 
formerly belonged to Sir Joseph Beecham, 
aroused spirited bidding, and reached £1,050, 
and the Francis Cotes portrait of the Coun- 
tess of Shipbrook fetched £2,257. The 
Gainsborough of Sir Joseph Banks as a boy 
went for 950 guineas. Hoppner’s portrait of 
Lady Vernon, and another of Miss Larpent 
realised 1,700 guineas, and £525 respec- 
tively. Mr. Charles Agnew gave 12,000 
guineas for a Romney portrait of Lady 
Milner, from Sir Frederick Milner’s collec- 
tion, the bidding opening at 3,000 guineas. 
This portrait, the finest of the collection, was 
painted by the artist 136 years ago for a fee 
of 80 guineas. 

Then came another Romney—that of Mrs. 
Yates, the Several times in the 
course of its history this portrait has changed 
hands for a £10 note. It now brought £577. 
The total amount realised by the sale was 


23,020 guineas. 
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WOMEN STUDENTS

REPUDIATED PLEDGES. 


GOVERNMENT'S DECISION 
CRITICISED. 


From»Ourn Own ConRRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Thursday, 

I have received the following statement 
from the Irish Claims Compensation 
Association :— . 

“ We are most, grievously disappointed 
with Lord Salisbury’s ne Ze 
House of Lords, on’ behalf of the Govern- 
ment, that the awards of the Irish 
Grants Committee are to be repudiated 
by the Treasury to the extent of 50 per 
cent. in the case of sums awarded over 
£250 and under £1,000, and to the extent 
of 70 per cent. in the case of awards over 
£1,000. 

“These latter are largely the cases 
where applicants were legally entitled to 
payment under the British laws as they 
stood when the damage was perpetrated, 
and until their repeal by the Free State 
Government in 1923, and most solemn 
pledges were given to Irish loyalists, both 
by the British Government and by at 
least six individual members of the 
present Cabinet. 

“ As doubt was thrown on the extent 
of these pledges a committee, presided 
over by Lord Dunedin, was set up by the 
present Government to determine exactly 
their effect, and, in an unanimous report, 
Lord Dunedin’s Committee found that on 
the narrowest interpretation of the 
Government's pledges it was bound to 
give full compensation on the scale pro- 
vided by the law; but that all other cases 
of injuries to loyalists should be investi- 
gated and compensation paid. 
“ Although Trish loyalists contend 
that the Irish Grants Committee are 
awarding much smaller compensation 
than Lord Dunedin reported had been 
promised, the Government have always 
asserted that the terms of reference ful- 
filled their pledges. 

“They are thus doubly committed to 
pay the sums awarded. For the past 
twelve months they have prevented the 
Grants Committee from disclosing their 
awards, and have paid nothing more than 
sums on account of such undisclosed 
awards. 

‘*Inconceivable as it is, the Govern- 
ment are now repudiating their admitted 
pledges, and state their intention of only 
paying from 6s. to 10s. in the £ on 
amounts over £250 awarded. 

“As an excuse, the Air Raid Losses 
Committee is mentioned, although there 
is no analogy whatever. In that case no 
pledges had been given, and Parliament 
had allocated £5,000,000, to be divided 
among the sufferers, who had to abate 
rateably. That case related to an attack 
by a foreign enemy against the nation as 
a whole. 

“The present case relates to a small 
section of our people, whom the Govern- 
ment first disarmed, and then abandoned 


to their fate.” 


STATEMENT IN THE LORDS. 


The Duke of Northumberland, in the House 
of Lords, asked the Government, in view of 
the hardship inflicted on Southern Irish 
claimants owing to the uncertainty as to the 
amounts and to the delay in payment of 
awards, whether the Irish Grants Committee 
might be authorised to notify claimants, as 
soon as their cases had been decided, what 
were the amounts awarded to them, and 
whether such grants would be paid in full 
without delay. 

The Marquess of Salisbury, Lord Privy 
Seal, replied that in the cases referred to by 
the noble duke the duty of the Irish Grants 
Committee was to make recommendations. 
The awards were the acts of His Majesty's 
Government. Those awards, as and when 
they were decided, would be published, and 
the amounts of the awards would be paid 
without delay, but they did not in all cases 
reach the same figure as the recommendations. 

When these post-truce cases were referred 
to the Grants Committee in pursuance of the 
Report of Lord Dunedin’s Committee, the 
Secretary for the Doménions informed the 
Grants Committee that the Government had 
no means of knowing, until the work of the 
Committee was completed, or nearly com- 
pleted, what was the extent of the hardship 
with which they would have to deal, and 
they had not felt justified in committing the 
British taxpayer to an indefinite liability. 
The Government had in their minds a limited 
expenditure, beyond which they were not 
prepared to go. 

They had decided that £400,000 was the 
absolute maximum which could be provided to 
meet the recommendations of the Committee, 
and they had, indeed, hoped that that figure 
might not be reached. 

In view, however, of the very natural 
anxiety that the sums of money should be 
paid forthwith, and the. fact that it had 
become apparent that the total sum recom- 
mended by the Grants Committee would 
largely exceed the £400,000 limit for which 
the Government had stipulated, it became 
necessary to begin to adjust the amounts 
recommended without waiting. 

The Government, therefore, had decided to 
apply the same principle to these awards as 
was used by the Committee presided over by 
Lord Sumner in the case of the claims of 
sufferers from enemy air raids during the 
war. 

That principle was to award a sum equal 
to the recommendation in every case for the 
first £250 of all awards; on any excess over 
£250 up to £1,000, 50 per cent. of such 
excess, and on any excess from £1,000 to 
£50,000—which, of course, was not reached 
in these cent., notwithstanding 
that the total estimated amount would be 
525,000, or {000-over the maximum limit 
originally fixed.

HOME AND FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


The text of the King’s Speech prorogu-

journeys of my sons, the Prince of Wales and 
rince George, to Canada, and also of my 
son and daughter-in-law, the Duke and 
Duchess of York, to New Zealand, Australia, 
and other parts of my Dominions. [I re- 
joice in their return, and I have learned from 
them, with deep satisfaction, of the loyal 
and enthusiastic welcome which they in- 
variably experienced throughout their jour- 


neys. 

it gave me partcular pleasure, in the course 
of the summer, to receive in my capital the 
President. of the French Republic, accom- 
panied by the French Minister’ for Foreign 
Affairs. The visit gave fresh evidence of the 
cordial relations so happily. established be- 
tween my Government and the Government 
of the Republic, and afforded. my people a 
welcome opportunity of demonstrating their 
anection for France in the persons of these 
two eminent Statesmen. 

The visit of the King of Egypt was a source 
of gratification to me, and afforded an oppor- 
tunity for a full exchange of views between 
the Egyptian Prime Minister and my Foreign 
Secretary. The frank and friendly nature of 
these conversations was in itself of good 
augury for the future, and it is my hope that 
their outcome may prove of lasting benefit 
to both countries. 

I have watched with profound sympathy 
and satisfaction the steady growth in in- 
fluence of -the League of Nations, and the 
increasing part which it plays in composing 
International differences and preserving peace. 
The recent meeting of the Council at Geneva 
marked a further stage in this progress. My 
Government will continue to base its policy 
on loyal co-operation with the League. 

A Conicrence with representatives of the 
United States of America and Japan was held 
at Geneva, at which the delegates of my | 
Government put forward proposals for the 
futu-e limitation of armaments, which, if 
accepted, would have led to substantial re- 
ductions in naval strengths and costs. I! 
regret that, though much community of view 
was revealed, it was not possible to reach 
a general agreement. But in spite of this 
temporary failure, my Government have no 
intention of embarking upon an increase of 
their naval building programme, which is 
based upon a considered view of the defensive 
needs of my widespread Empire. 

IMPERIAL AFFAIRS. 

A conference, attended by Governors or 
other senior officials, representing twenty-six 
colonies, protectorates and mandated terri- 
tories, assembled in May to exchange views 
on proposals of common interest, to the 
Colonial Empire.

I have given my assent to the Landlord and 
Tenant Bill, the provisions of which will 
secure to certain classes of tenants compensa- 
tion for the loss of good-will attaching to 
their premises, and for unexhausted improve- 
ments, and will effect other desirable altera- 
tions in the law.

LOS ANGELES MAN 
HUNT. 

HICKMAN CAPTURED 
AFTER EXCITING CHASE

The Los Angeles man hunt has ended, and 
William Edward Hickman, the youth who had 
been sought íor days by 8,000 policemen and 
detectives for the murder of the girl, Marian 
Parker, was arrested yesterdey near Pendle- 
ton, Oregon, 

The capture was made at a place called 
Echo, after a spectacular motor car race along 
the Cotembia River. 

When questioned by detectives, Hickman 
denied having taken any part in the Los 
Angeles crime. He admitted, however, it is 
alleged; that he did kidnap Marian Parker, 
and to have said that he wanted money to 
go to college, and thought that kidnapping 
was an easy way out of his difficulty. 


‘THE. CONFESSION. 

In the course of his statement Hickman is 
alleged to have said that the girl was killed 
on Friday, and that the deed was the work 
of a “friend,” whom his confession did not 
identify. He is alleged to have declared that 
no anesthetic was used during the dissection 
of her body. She was strangled with the 
wire jn the hands of the murderer. 

He added that the murder was not com- 
mitted in an apartment house in Los Angeles, 


as supposed, 


THE CHASE. 

The. police set ou from Echo to try to cap- 
ture’ the fugitive if he should come that way. 
They had only paused for a minute to light 
their pipes when they saw a green car ap- 
proaching. They immediately challenged the 
driver, but by a quick turn of the wheel he 
evaded them and dashed away. 

The police gave chase, and after an ex- 
citing race at last drew up alongside the 
suspect’s car, and covered the driver with 
their revolvers. Under this threat he obeyed 
their order to halt. 

As he alighted a sawed-off shotgun, which 
he had held between his knees, fell with a 
clatter on to the running board. 

Hickman was then brought to Pendleton, 
where important evidence was at once secured ; 
for when he was searched most of the ransom 
money was found on his person, 


THE GREEN MOTOR CAR. 
When first sought Hickman was stated to 
have escaped from Los Angeles in a green 
Hudson Sedan car, which he seized at the 
point of a pistol from its terror-stricken 
owner. 

He was ‘traced by the twenty-dollar bills 
which he used freely along the line of retreat 
to: Canada. On Wednesday he paid out one 
of these' bills for a fresh supply of petrol at 
a garage in. Portland, Oregon, and yesterday 
he handed another to an attendant at Kent, 
onlv fifteen miles from Seattle, for more oil. 

Hickman had ‘been further. north in his 
flight, but turned back on account of snow in 
the mountain passes. 

The prisoner broke down and sobbed as he, 
tried to persuade “the police that he had no 
part in the murder of Marian Parker, and 
named a Los Angeles man as his partner in 
crime.

The Navy Department has not received any 
official intimation that there is no one left 
alive in the submarine 54, and high officials 
said to-day that salvage operations would go 
ahead without. interruption until the sub- 
marine had been brought to the surface. 

They, however, reluctantly admitted that 
there seemed no further hope of anyone being 
still alive within the sunken submarine.

PROVINCETOWN (MASS), 
Thursday. 

Throughout the night air was being 
pumped into the torpedo-room of the sunken 
submarine 84, in which the six men were 
imprisoned. 

Rear-Admiral Brumby has informed the 
Navy Department that two divers have suc- 
ceeded in making an air tube connection with 
the listening valve leading to the torpedo- 
room, and that ‘‘ there is reasonable belief 
that air began going into the torpedo-room 
at about 10 o'clock last night.” 

Weather conditions have remained good, 
und another diver, was then preparing to 
descend in an attempt to attach a second 
air tube to the Sirecdewsen. 

Over a score of divers are standing by, 
and the officers in charge of the ‘rescue 
operations are working frenziedly to reach 
their entombed comrades. 

Many valuable hours were lost ín an at- 
tempt yesterday to find the submarine on the 
sea bed. The buoy which originally marked 
its position had been carried away by the 
heavy seas, and the S4 was located only after 
a search which lasted from daylight to dark. 
With the aid of the enormous bell-like sub- 
marine lights divers were prepared late last 
night for an all-night stay beneath ‘the 
waters.

| GREYHOUND 


RACING. 


VIEWS ON THE PROPOSED 
RESTRICTIONS, 


THE BETTING. EVIL. 
a Sn 


The hint given by Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks, the Home Secretary, that the 
British Government might impose restric- 
tions on. greyhound ‘racing was the subject 
of keen discussion yesterday, Sir William 
admitted to a deputation of members of 
Parliament that betting by juveniles was 
a grave evil. 

One result of the Home Secretary’s state- 
ment was that. the prices of shares in 
greyhound racing concerns fell sharply on 
the London Stock Exchange. 

The Lobby~ Correspondent of. the , Press 
Association states that. the Parliamentary 
Committee which has been set up to marshal 
the case against. gréyhound racing will meet 
from time to time during.the recess, so that 
the matter may be brought to.the attention 
of Parliament as soon as possible after the re- 
assembly. 


DIRECTORS’ OPINIONS. 

The following. are the views of persons 
prominently identified with the. management 
of greyhound racing tracks :— 

Brigadier-General Critchley, managing 
director of the Greyhound - Racing Associa- 
tion—‘* We are in entire accord with what 
Sir William Joynson-Hicks said on the subject 
of betting by juveniles. Although I have 
seen practically nothing of it myself on our 
tracks, I can say that if it should be found to 
exist we shall do everything in our power to 
put a stop to it. Every bookmaker. who is 
seen to accept bets from children will most 
certainly be warned off. 

““Our Association is also in agreement with 
Sir William’s criticism of investments in grey- 
hound tracks. I, myself, have always held 
that it is foolish for people to invest in a 
haphazard way in greyhound racing tracks. 
The boom in the sport cannot be maintained 
at its present level, and it is really only towns 
with a population of three hundred thousand 
which can maintain a proper track.” 

Sir Frederick O’Connor, a director of the 
projected Tooting track :—‘‘ So far as juvenile 
betting is concerned, I have no doubt that 
everyone would be agreed upon stamping it out, 
Another thing which might be agreed upon is 
the limitation of the number of courses. As 
it is there is not one course for every great 
town in the country. I believe that greyhound 
racing has a tendency to be greatly overdone. 

“I do not suppose for an instant that the 
Home Secretary ha in mind the suppression 
of greyhound racing. After all, it is per- 
fectly harmless, and the suggestion that it is 
a danger to the community is absolute rot.” 


“GROSSLY EXAGGERATED.” 

Colonel H. A. Browne, a director of the 
Scottish Greyhound Racing Co. —“ My view 
is that the Home Secretary is being influenced 
by a lot of cranks, who protest against every- 
thing started in a country. The amount of 
betting by working men on dogs has been 
grossly exaggerated. In fact, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer himself has said that the 
betting tax returns from this form of sport 
are almost negligible. I was told by two 
big employers of labour in Scotland only a 
day or two ago that greyhound racing has 
been a boon. They told me that men in the 
works, instead of wasting their mornings 
looking through the papers for horse racing 
tips and then spending the afternoon sending 
boys out with their bets, now indulge in 
whatever betting they want to do in con- 
junction with their evening’s sport at the 
dogs.” 
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THE LATE SIR F. YOUNG. 
WORLD’S GREATEST SALVAGE 
EXPERT. 

The funeral took place yesterday, at 
Bursledon, Hampshire, of Commodore Sir 
Frederic Young, R.N.R., the salvage expert. 
Sir Frederic died on Tuesday in a nursing 
home im London, where he had heen for. 

several months. 

The Service was conducted by the Rector 

of Bursledon, the gathering in the church 
including many of the late Commodore's 
associates in salvage work and a number of 
the directors and staff of the Young Accu- 
mulator ‘Company, with which he was asso- 
ciated.. The coffin was draped with the Union 
Jack, surmounted by a wreath of bronze 
chrysanthemums, from Lady Young and her 
son. 
The widow, escorted by her son, Captain 
Frederick Young, was followed by Admiral 
of the Fleet Lord Jellicoe, an old friend of 
the Commodore. With Lord Jellicoe was 
Captain N. Shilton, representing the 
Admiralty. 


RAISED OVER 500 SHIPS. 

Sir Frederick William Young was the 
world’s greatest authority on salvage work 
of all kinds, and the value of hulls and 
cargoes recovered by him from the sea 
amounted to millions of pounds. 

He was the first man to raise a sunken 
U boat—the U C 5—and he blocked Portland 
Harbour in less than a week by sinking the 
old battleship Hood bottom up. 

During the. war he raised over 500 ships 
with a total cargo value of over fifty millon 
pounds, and after the evacuation by ‘he 
Germans of the Belgian ports it was Sir 
Frederic who was chiefly responsible for 
clearing Zeebrugge and Ostend by raising 18 
ships, ineluding the Vindictive, Thetis and 
Iphigenia, which were sunk at the naval 
action: at Zeebrugge, and Captain Fryatt’s 
steamer, the Brussels. 

One of his most notable feats, so far as 
the saving of human life went, was the 
raising of the British submarine K 13, which 
sank during maneenvre practice at Gareloch. 

Thirty-one of the crew were drowned when 
the vessel sank, but the remainder escaped 
a like fate by getting to the fore part of the 
vessel. After being imprisoned in the hull 
of the submarine’ for over 50 hours, the 
remaining crew of 43 wore rescued by the 
ingenuity of Commodore Young, who, by 
means of barges and wires, up-ended the sub- 
marine and had holes burnt in the hull,

GAS WORKS EXPLOSION. 


- 


SHOCK LIKE AN EARTHQUAKE 

An explosion, followed by fire, occurred 
yesterday morning at the Southport (Lanca- 
shire) Gas Works at Growlands, where the 
gas supply for the town is generated. Two 
men were seriously injured, and were re- 
moved to the infirmary. 

The explos‘on took place in the meter 
house connected to the main supply, and 
one of the gasometers had a huge rent torn 
in its upper surface. Many thousands of 
cubic feet of blazing gas leapt high into the 
air, and tke glare could be seen for ‘miles. 
People living near the works stated that they 
felt the shock of the explosion like an earth- 


uake, 

The Southport Fire Brigade and the am- 
bulance were quickly on the scene. By that 
time a section of the gas works appeared 
to be a mass of flames. 

The Fire Brigade worked strenuously to 
prevent the fire reaching the other gaso- 
meter, and the main supply of gas to the 
town was turned off. A portion of the gas- 
works near the meter house was dastroyed. 
The meter house roof and part of the walls 
were blown away. 

The cause of the explosion is unknown. 
The wind, being in the right direction, helped 
the work of the firemen, and blew the flames 
away from the other gasometers. There is 
not a window left in the gas works. 

Part of the wall of the meter house which 
was wrecked fell on two men, John Thomas 
Newton, of Hart street, and Emmanuel Phipps 
Newton, who received serious injuries ‘to the 


head.

LINCOLNSHIRE’S SUGAR-BEET 
FACTORY. 


It is officially announced that the firm of 
Stewart and Partners, Limited, of London, 
Belfast and Dublin, has obtained the con- 
tract, amounting to over £350,000, for the 
erection of a-beet-sugar factory at Brigg, 
Lincolnshire. The factory will be capable of 


‘slicing 1,000 tons of beet in 24 hours, and 


during the three months’ working season, 
from October to January, will be able to cope 
with the production of 12,000 acres of land. 

The designers of the factory are the 
Hallesche Maschinesfabrik, of Halle, Saxony, 
who have built mote than 200 sugar factories 
in various parts of the world. The machinery 
is to be of the latest design, and not less 
than 75 per cent. of it will be manufactured 
in England, in accordance with Government 
regulations. Preliminary working on the site 
has already begun, and the work of construc- 
tion proper will begin early in the new year. 
This will occupy about seven months, so that 
the factory should be completed in time for 
the 1928 beet crop in October. 

The county interest on the directorate is 
represented by Sir Berkeley Sheffield, M.P. ; 
Major Hoult, Deputy-Lieutenant of Lincoln- 
shire, and Colonel O. Sutton-Nelthorpe.

CONSTRUCTION PROGRAMME 
PRACTICALLY COMPLETED. 

The company’s construction programme, 
which was commenced in 1925, is now practi- 
cally completed. -In addition to the beam 
stations which have been erected for the 
Post Office and for our associated companies 
in Canada, Australia, South Africa and India, 
the company has erected beam stations for 
communication with North and South 
America. The provision of stations for the 
Portuguese company has involved an expen- 
diture of some 3350,000 ; the Portuguese 
concession was obtained by your company 
early in 1922. 

In considering the advisability of forming 
national wireless telegraph companies abroad 
regard must be had not only to the direct 
revenue obtainable by those companies but to 
the part they are able to play in connection 
with tho distribution of world traffic. 

Your company has formed a wireless tele- 
graph company in Faypt, in connection with 
which it has bought the Post Office station 
at Abu Zabel. The transfer of this station 
to your company will take place on 15th 
January next, and the wireless services will 
then be carried on by our associated com- 
pany. The expenditure in connection with 
the Egyptian company will be ic

Taken as a whole, the position of the 
wireless telegraph companies with which the 
parent compuny is associated is satisfactory 
and improving. In the South African and 
Indian companies we have at present imveést- 
ments which stould yield a reasonable return 
to the parent company.
